Repaving of SR 


80 begins 

Repaving of State Road 80 
from Hooker Highway east 
for 3.5 miles began last 
Monday, according to 
representatives with the 
Florida Department of 
Transportation, 

One lane will be closed on 
an alternating basis from 7 
am In б pum. weekdays. S.R. 
ВО will be closed to all traffic 
at a private railroad crossing 
in this construction zone 
from May 4-15 while the 
crossing is rebuilt. Ranger 
Construction of West Palm 
Beach is the contractor for 
the $819,000 repaving 
project, which is expect4ed to 
be done in 90 days. 

In addition, on State Road 
7 from the county line north 
to Glades Road, the contrac- 
tor will bé installing barrier 
walls. Left-turns at the 
median, openings will be 
unaffected by the construction. 


Okeelanta

"Three thousand. employees 
including Jamaican and 
domestic workers could have 
been put out of work if a 
„massive fire at the Okeélanta 
Corporation was not brought 
under control by our local fire 
department,” according to an 
Okeelanta official. 

"All I сап say is "Thank 
Сой," for our local Belle Glade 
fire department and everyone 
who helped them put out the 
blaze," said Oscar Schneider, 
personnel director for the 
sugar company, which includes 
a mill and refinery. 

"Because of their quick 
response time, the fire did not 
spread to the mill or a large 
storage warehouse which holds 
25,000 tons of raw sugar," he 
concluded. 


Officials have yet to 
determine the exact source of 
how the fire started. 


Although no one was injured 
in the fire, damage estimates 
are between three and a half 
to four million dollars. 

The fire was discovered 
about 5 a.m. last Friday 
morning with the Belle Glade 
Fire Department responding 
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officials

first on the scene. When 
firefighters had just about 
brought the fire under control 
with the assistance of the 
Canal Point Fire Department, 
Palm -Beach County- Fire- 
Rescue showed up to help 
finish the job. 

Employees were evacuated 
from the mill and stood 
helpless and watched as a huge 
fire threatened to take away 
their livlihoods, 

About 1 p.m., the American 
Red Cross showed up at the 
mill to feed the firefighters. 
"We were so well received. 
They had been there since 5 
a.m and were starving," said 
Ann Hopkins, executive 
director of the Red Cross. 

"We were sure glad to see the 
Red Cross," said Steve 
Hearsum, volunteer firefighter 


for the Belle Glade Fire. 


Department. "Eight hours 
without food іп those 
conditions is pretty rough. 
Glades folks just take care of 
each other," he said. 

Belle Glade Fire Chief, Tony 
Tuliano said, "I'm proud of all 
of my men for the job they did 
last Friday and appreciate the 
assistance from Canal Point 
and the other firefighters 
involved." 


Police raid the 
"House of Pain"

А building known on the 
streets in the Southwest 
section as the House of Pain 
may be torn down for being 
unfit for human habitation. 

Notoriously the building has 
been known as a place where 
drug addicts smoke crack 
cocaine and prostitutes lay on 
dirty mattresses on the floor to 
sell their bodies for another fix. 

It's also a boarding house 
where young children are said 
to be lured for drugs and 
sex...children as young as 10 
and 11. 

Last Friday, city officials 
said enough is enough. 

Sweeping in on the boarding 
house at 416 S.W. Avenue B 
Place, a team from the police, 
sheriff and fire departments, as 
well as the Palm Beach County 
Health Department went door 
to door waking some tenants 


and interrupting one prostitute 
in the middle of a trick. 

"This is outrageous," said 
City Manager Lomax Harrelle, 
as he stepped over rags, beer 
cans and carry out food 
containers cluttering the 
hallways. "We're not going to 
put up with this kind of 
business any more." 

Harrelle said he received a 
complaint Thursday from a 
citizen about the illegal 
activities at the building. He 
went into action, calling other 
agencies and helping plan a 
raid for the next morning. 

"We decidéd to act imme- 
diately, éspecially after we 
heard that children as young as 
the fifth and sixth grade were 
being lured into this building 
for prostitution and narcotics," 
Harrelle said. 

Neighbors say they are 
relieved to see something done

Mr. Wedgworth told the group the history of the mill. He said a 
group of 16 Glades area vegetable growers got together in 1960 to 
form the co-op. Fifty-two grower-members pledged to grow 
sugarcane to be harvested by the Cooperative on some 20,000 
acres, To finance the original raw sugar processing plant, 
‘Cooperative members pledged 30 cents per ton, based on what 
each member anticipated growing for the proposed mill. 

The initial investment in the mill was $14.2 million with 
another $2.1 million added for the agricultural equipment. 

The first load of sugarcane was ground Nov. 27, 1962 апа 
between 1962 and 1973 the milling tandem was enlarged, with 
corresponding capacity in the boiling house, to grind 7,000, then 
10,000 and finally 13,000 tons of cane per day. 

A joint venture with Quaker Oats to produce furfural from 
bagasse went on line in 1966-67. 

The mill was expanded two times through the years, in 1973-75 
and 1981-82. In the 1973-75 expansion, stack scrubbers were 
installed on the steam generators to eliminate of 93 percent of 
the particulate matter of the combustion process. This $5million 
project was undertaken in order to comply with the new 
regulations of the 1975 Clean Air Act. 

In the 1981-82 expansion, the mill was expanded from a 
nominal daily rated grinding capacity of 18,000 tons to its 
present capacity of 21,000 tons of cane per day. This year, 81 
percent of the cane was harvested mechanically and the 
Cooperative broke three production records.

unfit for human habitation and violates many 
electrical, plumbing and building codes. He has 
posted a notice on the building and tenants must 
be vacated in 30 days. 

"If the building repair work exceeds 1/2 of the 
cost of the building, and it does, we advise the 
owner to demolish the building," he said. 

"I'm paying taxes. If the building needs work, 
o.k. I should be able to bring it up to code id they 
give me a chance," said Mr. Moore. 

The three-story structure was built in the 
early 60's and has two bathrooms on each floor 
to serve all the tenants. The building stays 
about half full year round, according to the 
landlord 

"I try to keep the bathrooms clean, but the 
public is using them too," said Mr. Moore.

She has lived there over a year and said she

Sugarcane growers produce 
slightly higher sugar yield 


Florida sugarcane growers 
produced slightly higher levels 
of sugar during the 1991-92 
harvest season, reporting 
production of 1.833 million tons 
of sugar, raw value, from 16.11 
million tons of sugarcane. This 
compares with the industry's 
previous record of 1.806 million 
tons of raw sugar in 1990-91. 

"We're very pleased with 
production levels this year, 
because farmers had some 
operational difficulties early in 
the season due to the new burn 
restrictions," said Andy 
Rackl vice president and 
general manager of the Florida 
Sugar Cane League. 


"Ideal weather during the 
harvest season offset the 
operational difficulties," 
Rackley said, "and allowed 
farmers to maximize sugarcane 
yield." 

New rules from the Division 
of Forestry this season limited 
conditions under which farmers 
can burn the excess leaves and 
scrub from their fields prior to 
harvesting. The new rules take 
into account the time of day 
and the direction of both 
surface and transport winds. 

Sugar. farmers averaged 
about the same yield per acre 
as last season, approximately 
38 tons of cane per acre yielding

4.3 tons of sugar. 

The' 1991-92 crop was 
harvested from 430,000 acres in 
the four counties of Palm 
Beach, Hendry, Glades and 
Martih. This compares with 
418,000 acres harvested last 
year. 

Sugar production is the 
second largest agricultural 
commodity produced in Florida 
and the largest in Palm Beach 
County. The industry-generates 
an annual economic impact of 
more than $1.6 billion andthe 
equivalent of 18,000 full time 
jobs. 
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preserved, but we also want to 


see our jobs and our 
communities preserved." 
Stressing that the 


communities in the Glades feel 
trapped.by the choice between 
saving the environment and 
saving jobs, Mr. Buker said that 
choice may not be.necessary, if 
the SFWMD Board chose to 
adopt less costly measures 
included in the -League's 
alternate plan. The new plan 
stresses on-farm solutions that 
will end the need for flooding 
35,000 acres of produétive 
farmland, thus saving the 
operation of two sugar mills as 


well as. 10,000 to 
the Glades. 

"We think you're, regulating 
the wrong thing,” Mr. Buker 
told water managers:“We think 
you should regulate the results; 
not the methods used to achieve 
those results. ( 

"We began working on this 
‘plan more than two years ago," 
he said. "We are not trying to” 
pull a rabbit out of a hat. We 
want to begin replacing politics 
with market incentives and 
replacing confrontation with 
cooperation."

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Florida's taxpayers should "Just Say No"

Fiorida once enjoyed a proud 
tradition as a low-tax, low- 
government-spending state. 
However, during the prosperous 
1980's, as both people and 
revenues flooded in, Florida's 
politicians lived high on the 
hog. Spending growth was the 
third highest in the nation. The 


„budget almost doubled, from 


$12 billion in 1980 to $22 
billion in 1990 in inflation- 
adjusted dollars. 

Since 1990, revenue growth 
has slowed but the politicians" 
spending appetites have not. 
The resulting deficits have put 
the Sunshine State in its 
current fiscal bind. And this 


_ explains why the legislature in 


"Tallahassee is now debating the 
largest tax hike іп Florida's 
history. - х 

` Gov. Lawton Chiles promised 
to put an end to this cycle of 
'excessive spending and, some 
would say, ће. has made an 
effort. 

But, the facts are sobering. 

Appropriated general fund 
expenditures rose 5.4 percent 
in fiscal year 1991; and in 1992 
went up yet another 11.1 
percent. 

Taking into consideration the 
Decémber 1991 special.session 
cut of $513 million, Florida 
raised spending by 6.9 percent. 
during Gov. Chiles' first year in 
office. Adjusted for inflation

and population growth, this 
spending increase amounts to 
0.86 percent. 

While this may appear to be a 
modest growth rate in 
government spending, Florida 
was in fact, fifth among 11 
Southeastern states in its rate 
of government growth. 

Furthermore, despite the dire 
fiscal condition of the state, 
Gov. Chiles recently vetoed $5.3 
million worth of proposed 
budget cuts in order to save pet 
projects. 

Among the projects saved 
from the budget ax was a 
program to add to the state's 
already vast amount of 
landholdings in environ- 
mentally sensitive areas. 

As many defenders of new 
taxes are eager to point out, 
Floridians faced no major tax 
increases in fiscal 1992. 
However, according to the 
National Conference of State 
Legislatures -- a bipartisan

ax to grind -- there were a total 
of 10 statutory changessfor the 
year (i.e. hidden taxes) that 
resulted in new documentary 
stamp taxes, increased motor 
vehicle license fees, and 
accelerated replacement of 
motor vehicle license plates, 
Overall, state tax revenue for a 
family of four will go up by 
$247 in fiscal 1992.

Even this cannot staunch the 
tide of red ink in Florida. That 
is why Florida faces a deficit of 
$622 million and the legislature 
is debating a $1.3 billion tax 
hike, Included in the tax 
package is a "repeal of sales-tax 
exemptions" on various 
services, which sounds 
suspiciously like the 1989 
services tax that nearly got 
former Gov. Bob Martinez 
impeached. 

But wait, there's more. 
Changes in the intangibles tax 
and corporate income tax bring 
the total price tag for the new 
tax package to a whopping $400 
per year for a family of four. 
And that's just the proposed 
increase. Add that to the 
current tax burden and the 
average Florida family of four 
would send $3,749 to 
Tallahassee in fiscal 1993, not 
to mention the tax ddllars they 
will be sending to Washington. 

With the onset of the 
recession, many Southeastern 
states, such as Georgia, South 
Carolina, .Tennessee, and 


Virginia have cut 1992 
spending. Florida's spending 
continued to go up. 


Some leaders want to tax 
Florida out of the recession. In 
response to these ill-advised 
plans, Floridians should hold 
onto their wallets and "just say 
no.

On Friday, March 20th, an 
article ran in The Seattle 
Times entitled, "Farm workers 
cheated of Social Security 
benefits." The article featured 
а local Belle Glade resident, 
Mr. Roman McKelvin. 

At the age of 83, Mr. 
McKelvin remembers picking 
cotton, planting beans and 
pulling tomatoes in the fields. 
He has no savings, no land, no 
pension and is not receiving 
Social Security. 

He said, "I think I'm the 
oldest living part time taxi 
driver in town." He no longer 
drives his cab due to the fact 
he lost both of his legs when 
clotting occurred. 

Farm workers wages do not 


saving for retirement on their 
own, according to the 
Association of Retired Persons. 

The article goes on to say 
that the crew leaders are the 


of their Social Security 
benefits, and attributes a quote 
` from a Florida Rural Legal 
Services employee. 

It mentions Edward R. 
Murrow's television documen- 
tary, "Harvest of Shame," 
which ran 32 years ago on 
NBC. 

Аз it stands now, many 
farmers have started their own 
payroll, while others defend 
the crew leader system. One 
crew leader The SUN spoke to 
said he did not want to be 
identified. 

He said, "All I do is turn in 
production slips to the office. 
They handle the money. I have 
no control over the workers 
payroll other than that." 

In any event, Mr. McKelvin 
fóund out that people do care 
when they get the word about 
his situation. He received a 
check from a stranger to help 
him out. "There are some 
wonderful and caring people in 
this world," he said. It was a 
small check, but every little bit 
helps!"
